* The Smalls Eiliott Case. 

The heavy guns in the Smalls-Elliott§ con- 
tested election case were discharged today. 
The opening, however, was not s0 sensational 
as was- anticipated. The bloody shirt har- 
ranguers decided to hold off .until tomorrow, 
and the case was argued from a legal stand- 
point. ‘The day opened with a fight between 
two Georgians, Messrs. Crisp and Blount, as to 
which of them should bring their measures up 
for consideration. Mr. Blount wanted the day 
for the postoffice appropriation bill, while 
Judge Crisp wanted it for the Smalis-Eiliott 
contested clection case. The matter was voted 
on by the house, and Mr. Blount was snowed 
under by a vote of 151 to 5%, 

Judge Crisp made probably the finest argu- 
meni of his life. Ile spoke for two hours and 
twenty minutes to a full house and crowded 
galleries. He was listened to attentively 
throuvhout, and often applauded on the demo- 
cratic side. In his speech he dealt only with 
the case in question, and made no reference 
whatever go any of the charges bronght by

A Resolution to Inquire late the Claims of 


the Dead Contestee. 

W ASHINGTON, February 11.—Representative 
Grosvenor today offered a resolution relating to the 
recent eyent Inthe second congressional district of 
Arkansas, which culminated in the assassination of 
John. M. Clayton,of that state. The preamble recites 
that Clayton cliimed that Breckinridge was not 
legally elected and that be (Clayton) received a 
great mnajority of the votes cast and was entitled to 
the Cel tif cate which was pending on January 29th, 
when the testimony was being tak.n to establish 
Clayton's allegations, and that while personally 
supervising the work Clayton was assassinated, 
and that there is doubt as to the legal 
effect on the contest which the death 
of C laytor i will have; that there is no legally author: 
ized rule to proceed to complete the taking of 
the testimony in the contest an 1 otherwise prepare 
it for hearing and proper decision, and that there 

are questions arising upon andin relation to the 
contest difficult of determination.

ANOTHER GAINES CASE IN GEOR-

Freeman, and declared that it only fconveyed the 
trusice 8 iife estate. and leita remainder interest to 
the children of D. B. and Martha Hamilton. 

This created a tremendous sensation. People hoot- 
ed at the idea that the title of the 
East Rome Town company was defective when 
deeds had been made frm it ever since 1872, andno 
one had ever questioned their validity. 

Some owners of land in East Rome went tothe 
Hamilton heirs and requested them to Sign quit 
«iaimstotheir property. The heirs delayed until 
they conld investigate and tinally refused to sign, 

A siotm of indignation followed and the Hamilton 
heirs were roundly denounced for secking to vet 

woperty their father, who was still living, bad soid 

n wood faith for a considerat.on, 

The liamiitons simply said that they were 
going to hold whatrights they had under the law, 
and retuined lawyers to iivestigate the matter and 
represent them in the courts, 

Meauwhile the suspense had stopped the sale ot 
East Rome property, and stopped building which 
had been arranged ior, <A test case Was made by ©, 
H, and J, E. Cothran, who had bought iand trom 
the East Rome Town company, paid part, 
and given their notes for the rest in a bond 
for title. They filed a bill for injunction, to stop the 
East Rome Town company from transferring their 
notes and to stop the Hianultons from claiming the 

roperty, The case was argued before Judge 
Madd: x last summer and he grauted the injunction 
against the town company, but refused to grant one 
against the Hamiltons, 

The case was Drought to the supreme court, where 
it was argued by C. A. Thornweil, for GC. H. & J. K. 
Cothran, Judce Joe) Branham, Underwood & Powel 
and Jndge J... Hopkins ior the town compeny, 
and by ©. N. Fenthersion, Dean and Ewing and 
Halstead Smith for the Ham:lious. 

The decision was held up along time on account 
of the imporiance of the case, The East Rome 
people were periectiy coutident of gaining the cuse. 

The decision aMirming the judgment helow came 
like a clap of thunder to the East Rome people. 

A8S wWili be scen by the decision which was de- 

livered by Chief Justice Bieeckley, the court decides 
that the trusiee couid only convey his life estate in 
the property, The court through Judge Under- 
wood's order confirming the sale might bave been 
valid, but was voidable, because the judge in 1875 
was a member of the law firm which in 1860 repre- 
Sented the trustee in getting an order from Judge 
Hammond for the sale to Freeman. 
There is one important ground, however, which 
isnot decided. It was claimed by the t own com. 
pany thatasthe heirs had seen valuable improve- 
ments putupon the property they were estopped 
from claiming it. 

The court says this question must depend part!y 
upon evidence, and refers it back to a jury. From 
this it would seem that the bir litigation has only 
fairly opened, and there is a big fight ahead :

Bhe admitted that she had cut her hu 
band’s throat while he was asleep in bed. 
Then she had cut her own throat, intending 
to die with him, but the wounded man had 
raised himself in bed and snatched the 
razor from her before she could inflict a fata] 
wound.

There is a bill pending before the Penn- 
sy!vania legis!ature to prohibit the sale of 
tobacco to persons under sixteen years of 
age. The act evidently aimed at the 
cigarette traffic, which is chiefly supported 
by boys who believe that it is an evidence 
of manliness to pull away at a wad of paper 
flavored with morphinized tobacco, 

Tobacco ia a yery rood thing in its piace. 
It is soothing to the nerves, and is really in 
the nature of a medicine; some tempera. 
ments demand it, others reject it: but the 
fact remains that ihe cigarette is the worst 
and most poisonous form of tobaceo. 
Grown men do not smoke it, and sensible 
mien are disgusted when they smell it. The 
cizarette habit, however, should not be con- 

used with the tobaceo habit. The tobacco 
habit is bad enough, no doubt, especially 
fer boys, but itis not te be compared with 
the cigarette habit, which is so filthy that it 
partakes of the nature of immorality. 

We do not know how the proposed Penn- 
sy!vania law would operate, even if it were 
passed. Itseems to be a very vague affair 
at best. Probably the best method of pre- 
venting boys from ruining their health by 
indulging in cigarettes would be to prohibit 
the sale of cigarettes in the state.

The Proposed Nicaragua Canal, 

It is announced that the projectors of the 
Nicaragua canel are ready to begin work at 
a moment's notice. 

The outlook is said to be very encourag- 
ing. After devoting about a year to the 
preliminary part of the work, it is believed 
that a steady pull of five years will complete 
the enterprise so as to enable the largest 
merchant vessels to pass through from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 

According to the estimates, 
cost only $64,000,000, but it 
taking and these lisures may turn out to 
be a haif ora third of the sum that will 
have to be expended. However, as our gov- 
ernment is not responsible for it; the cost 
concerns nobody but the stockholders who 
will have to foot the bill. 

By this route the distance from ocean to 
ocean fs 160 miles, but the canal proper will 
be only about twenty-eiett miles long.

The Relief Committee of the Generali Council Goes 
Ont to Invesfigate the Womari’s Cliristian Home 
and the Home for the Friendless—The Babies 
That are Found and How They are Treated.

A house full of babies! 

There are at least two in Atlanta both chock 
full and running over. 

They are the Woman’s Christian association, 
on Peters street, and the Home for the I’riend- 
less, on Mangum street. 

In one are twenty-one 
other are an even twenty. 

The babies vary in age from a day to six and 


seven years. 

Some are pretty and some are not. 

But they are all well cared for. 

These forty-one babies are upon Atlanta’s 
charity, and yesterday a board of baby inspec- 
tors went out tosee the om, 

That board was composed of the relief 
mittee of the general council. 

For sometime past both institutions have 
been before the general council with petitions 
for financial aid, “the one wanting a vontinu- 
ance of the appropriation, and the other seek- 
ing a similar favor, but the present council has 
so far declined to do anything foreither asy- 
lum, because of asliglht uniriendiy feeling 
which was supposed to exist between them. A 
few days ago Mr. Thompson, chairman of the 
relief ‘committee. decided to look into the 
merits of the two places and award toone or 
both just what he and his com- 
mittee thought proper. The 
mittee—or five members of it, rather: 
Mr. Thompson, of the fifth ward, chairman ; 
Mr. Hirsch, of the first; Mr. Moran, of the 
second; Mr. Robbins, of the third, and Mr. 
Morris, of the fourth— met at the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon, and in a body visited the 
two places as well as the In- 
dustrial school on Harris and Ivy 
streets. 

THE WOMAN'S CHRISTIAN HOME. 

The committee stopped first at the 
Woman’s Christian association on Peters 
street, and was met at the door by Mrs. Bloss, 
the matron, The lady conducted thé gentle- 
men into a neat room which answered the 
triple purposes of a parlor, reception room and 
bedroom. She seemed somewhat. surprised, 
and said: 

“Do you wish to look through the house ?”’ 

‘We do,”’ answered Mr. Thompson. 

The lady led the way through a hallinto a 
room in which a long table covered with oil- 
cloth stood. <A high bench was drawn close 
to the table upon either side, and a high chair 
or two were at either end. Upon a smaller 
table invone corner of the room were a stack of 
tin plates, a pile of tin cups and a numberof 
pewter spoons. 

“This,’’ remarked the lady with a- flourish 
of the hand, ‘igs our diningroom. ‘Not very 
elegant, you see, but it is the best we have and 
we inust do with it. Here the little ones keep 
starvation away. But, come this way and see 
the babies.’ 

Mrs. Bloss opened a door and led the'gentle- 
man into another’room. In that room were 
two or. three beds, as many cradles, a small 
coal stove and a dozen or more babies with two 
or three grown women.

The babies were huddled around the stove 
upon the floor, in the nurses’ arms and clinging 
around their knees. Some looked up as the 
gentlemen Entered, but others appeared obliv- 
ious of their visitors so young were they. 

‘*This is our nursery,’’ said Mrs. Bloss. 

Then the committee glanced over the babies, 
There was a beautiful golden haired girl with 
bright blue eyes in the arms of a nurse which 
Ci wight Mr. Morris’s attention. He approached 
it and tapped her under thechin. The little 
waif cooed, showing two pretty dimples. Mr. 

Thompson was captured by an auburn haired 
boy of six who tried to snatch a half smoked 
cigar, aud Mr. Moran gave his attention toa 
black haired girl who could just toddle. While 
the other gentlemen looked on. 

“‘How many of these are orphans—neither 
father or mother ?’’ asked Mr. Moran. 

“Five are ekaweed completely,’”” answered 
the matron, 

“How many are here from eut of town ?’’
